The disenchantm ent that had pro­ 
duced it after World War I yielded to the

Its reappearance has no* draw n the a t­ 
tention of platform speak ers. 
It has found 
a habor. ironically, in the 
nurd s of the sam e people who form erly 
scolded their fellow citizens for isolation­ 
ist thought and behavior 
E astern "Iib era's” now are undergoing 
the sam e disenchantm ent about interven- 
ti« n abroad that form erlv had chiPed the 
enthusiasm of M idw esterners for foreign 
entang’em ents 
The United Nations 
that intricate or­ 
ganization for legalizing and 
regularize 
in- 
m ultilateral 
intervention 
ha« 
been 
indifferent in its 20th vear of existence 


*o the problem s of the United States in 


\ let Nam and the Dominican Republic. 


E astern liberals who conceived of the 


United Nations and its doctrine of col­ 


lective security have been not only indif­ 


ferent but hostile to the Johnson adm in­ 
istration for carry ing out the U N 's intent 
in two storm

Crime And Punishment 


The sticking point that can stop moves 


to abolish capital punishment was dem on­ 


strated when J am es Douglas I^atham and 


George Donald York were hanged in the 


s'ate prison at Lansing. Kan , this 
week 


They had committed one of the most 
atrocious crim es on record — the cold 
blooded murder of sev en persons. There 
w as no prov oation for their crim e. Tliey 
were army deserters who had gone ber­ 
serk in a white rage against the world. 
They ex pected no mercy when t h e y 
w iped out the liv es of sev en human beings 
who nev er had harmed them or ev en seen 


them before 
After four years of waiting 
while law yers tried to spare them 
t h e 
penalty of their crim e ‘thev w ere con­ 
victed on only one charge of the seven 
♦hat 
could have 
been brought 
against 
the m » they were contrite. But they had 
no reason to expect m ercy, and no one in 
authority could find any reason to grant 
m ercy 
This is why states that have retained 
canital punishm ent find it hard to give it 
up. Some m urders are so atrocious 
that 
to aeny society the right to exterm inate 
the m urderer becom es an affront 
to so­ 
ciety itself 


Parental Responsibility 


Probably a majority of parents are in 
the habit of assuming responsibility for 
their children's transgressions as well as 
their health and well being. 


There is a certain portion of mischief 
in ev ery healthy child, but when the mis­ 
chief causes human or property dam age, 
the y oungster has gone too far 
Thus, no doubt, most Ohio parents will 
welcom e a bill passed by both houses of 
the legislature which would make parents 
liable for willful acts of v andalism by

This interested m e. not because of its 
he inng on one m an's problem of deafness 
but because of the possible application of 
the princir-le to my own problem . w*hich 
is lack of m em ory. 


No one puts a higher value on friend­ 
ship and acquaintanceship than I do. but 
I am unable to rem em ber who people 
are.

are. 
w here I m et them , what they do. what 
they wore the last tim e I saw them and 
other things about them , but I cannot re­ 
num b e r their nam es.

They a re serving thetr people 
in the capital and the prov­ 
inces Had they wished to they 
could h a v e paralyzed virtually 
all land and sea transportation 
They could have abruptly ended 
all plantation and farm work . 
They could hve ended garbage 
collections.

shut all factories. 


ALL THIS the national union 
chiefs could have accom plished 
had they 
wished 
to 
aid 
the 
rebels. But the union officials 
repudiated "those who will not 
return 
to stability and peace 
and who are bitterly anti-U .S.” 
Since these union officials are 
the leaders of more than 105,- 
000 
of 
the

and since their followers stayed 
on the job and eschewed what

A m erican dem onstration it can 
be assum ed that U.S. interven­ 
tion has been

m ajority of the Dominican pro­ 
letariat. 
The national union chiefs who 
urged their people to defy the 
rebels' genera! strik e call, head 
the N ational 
Confederation 
of 
F ree W ork ers — Conatral. 
It was organized in Novem ber 
1962 by 210 
unions. 
Soon 
118 
m ore 
joined. 
Today 
Conatral 
has 420 affiliated unions 
B e c a u s e 
the C onatral is 
strongly 
anti-Com munist. 
and 
because it has refused to join 
in denouncing the U.S as ‘im ­ 
perialistic." some of its leaders 
have been assaulted

And it failed 
to halt

of Juan Bosch. 


IN LATIN AMERICA a po­

ment is lik e a ball club with­ 
out bats. 
R e p u d i a t i o n of 
FOUPSA is repudiation of ex. 
President Bosch. No longer can 
he claim to be talk ing in the 
nam e of the work ing people of 
the Dom inican Republic 
Two other labor federations 
joined FOUPSA in 
the 
strik e 
call. One, "L a Union'' has 1.000 
m em bers — m aybe. It’s auto­ 
m atically anti-U.S. 
c o 
is 
the 
othor Federation "C A SC ” . Its 
leaders have been d nouncir.fi 
W ashington for years. 
Tne three pro-rebel fedration 
also claim that their com m un­ 
ications w ere cut off from the 
hinterland so the general strik e 
call could not go through. How 
ever. I have 
it from devoted 
D om inicans that the left-wing 
unions have ceils throughout the 
villages — 
and that couriers 
were dispatched to the outly 
mg countryside long in advance 
of the strik e call. 


THIS INFORMATION 
com es 
to this colum n from honorable 
men in the Dominican Republic. 
It has never been reported that 
some 25 m a y o r s of sm all 
Dominican cities were in the 
U S in Se t em ber 1963.

It's unquestionably the rapid 
increase in borrowing by indi­ 
viduals and 
by business 
that 
has stim ulated a postwar boom, 
which is now being described 
exultantly as an unending pros­ 
perity. 
Ten y ears ago. personal debts 
were 41 per cent of the total 
income of individuals after tax­ 
es. Today these debts are 61 
per cent of all individual in­ 
comes after taxes. 


W alter E 
Hoadley. a 
well- 
k nown econom ist and vice presi­ 
dent of A rm strong Cork Com­ 
pany, said in a recent speech 
that consum er credit has been 
"advancing 
at 
approxim ately 
twice the rate of income gains 
—a situation which cannot real­ 
ly be expected to persist too 
much longer without some tem ­ 
porary slowdown.” He added: 


"IN FACT, in bank loans and

Some unpalatable 
facts need 
to be stressed in order that cor­ 
rective m easures can be put into 
effect. 
Frank ness is more than av er 
essential, and there was a good 
exam ple of it in an editorial in

Wall

J ournal 
on 
Wednesday, which said 
"To put it bluntly, we 
are 
witnessing at hom e and abroad 
mounting evidence of the dang­ 
ers of credit excess. When 
a 
big New York real estate firm 
heads for bank ruptcy; when the 
largest credit union in Minne­ 
sota is being placed in receiver­ 
ship; when a num ber of 
banks 
around the country fail and a 
great m any others put out shak y 
ioai 
when the pressures build 
for 
f ner wages and prices— 
when all that is visible, we think 
it reasonable to conduce that 
there is quite a credit spillover 
in the dom estic economy. 
"E ven officialdom is 
begin­ 
ning to sense it. The gov ernment 
is trying to stick rock s in the 
stream in the form of lecturing 
bank ers on sound credit prac­ 
tice? and talk ing sternly to em ­ 
ployers and unions about 
the 
desirability of wage-price 
sta­ 
bility. 


-WHAT 
WASHINGTON mon­ 
ey m anagers so far refuse to do 
is halt the swift 
creation 
of 
credit supply by enlarging mem-» 
ber bank accounts in the Re­ 
serve Bank s 
and it does that 
chiefly by 
purchasing 
federal 
securities 
with perennial feder­ 
al budget deficits, there’s 
al­ 
ways a growing supply of 
them 
around. 
M e m b e r 
com m er­ 
cial bank s then can m ak e loans 
in am ounts six or more 
times 
as large as the sums added

"In fact, businessm en who ex­ 
pand their operations mainly be­

THE FIRST RESTRAINT, of 
course, is not to exaggerate the 
nature of the current prosperi­ 
ty but to em phasize the sim ple 
fact that the whole credit sys­ 
tem has been perm itted to get 
som ewhat 
out of hand through 
the granting of credits in m any 
instances without applying sound 
guidelines. This is why the ex­ 
cess of optim ism from official 
sources can only lead m any 
people to tak e more chances by 
expanding loans far beyond the 
ability of the borrowers to pay. 
Tne oldest rule of economics 
still applies—that continually 
to 
borrow money and run deficits 
in any business or in govern­ 
ment is bound sooner or iater to 
cause a

THE MISSION OF MARINER 
(3) The Fly-by 
By Don Oakley and John Lam 


Throughout its long voyage to Mars, Mar­ 
iner IV has been gradually slowing under the 
pull of the sun's gravity. Now, as the critical 
moment of rendezvous approaches, it idles 
along in ita orbit at Mars catches up to it at 
54,000 miles an hour. 
The auccess of the entire mission depends 
upon what happens when their orbits nearly 
touch—an encounter that will last less than 
half an hour out of a voyage of 228 days. 
At precisely 8:25 p.m. on the evening of 
July 14, when Mariner is about 8,400 miles 
from Mars, its television camera will begin 
taking the first of up to 22 pictures, storing 
them on magnetic tape for later transmission. 
As Mariner nears the planet, the camera 
will sweep in a great circle over an area as­ 
tronomers call the Desert of Amazonia, south­ 
ward over the equator ,and across the Mar# 


Sirenum, Desert of Phaethontis and Aonius 
Sinus. 
The best pictures will be taken during the 
middle of the sequence when the camera is 
pointing straight down. They will cover an 
area about 150 miles square and should show 
features as small as two miles across. 
If as clear as hoped, they will be 100 times 
better than any ever taken from earth, which 
never gets closer to Mars than 35 million 
miles. 
The final picture will be taken from an alti­ 
tude of about 5.400 miles, just before Mariner 
curves behind the rim of the planet (goes into 
occultation). During this maneuver, before the 
body of Mars blocks them. Mariner's radio 
signals will pass through the Martian atmo­ 
sphere and give scientists the first direct 
measurement of its density. 


As the transmission of the historic pictures 
begins, at least one of NASA's ultrasensitive 
Deep Space Network antennas (two in Califor­ 
nia. one in South Africa and one in Australia) 
will pick up Mariner’s faint 10-watt signals, 
which will take some 10 minutes to reach 
earth at the speed of light. 
Mariner will transmit 8.3 bits (units of in­ 
formation) each second. It will take about 
250,000 bits and more than eight hours to 
transmit the fine shadings of each picture 
and several weeks for all 22. 
But long before the last of the pictures is 
received, eager scientists will be poring over 
them in search of clues to the answers to 
questions that have intriqued and fascinated 
men for centuries: Is there life on Mars? And 
if so, what kind?
